BOSTON MATTERS. 


Fast Day, or the Government Sanday, was not made 
remarkable by any great sermons. The Rev. Dr. Hud- 
tington preached on the revivals, making a quasi reply to 
Theodore Parker’s attack upon the movement. The Rev. 
Dr. H., perhaps, considers himself personally satirized in 
Parker’s remarks about those Unitarians who sought to 
get up a revival some time ago. The Rev. T. S. King of 
the Hollis street Church took ground against the revival 
almost as stroogly as Mr. Parker. Judging by the fact 
that a brisk discussion has commenced as to the value and 
tendency of the great awakening, I infer that the religions 
interest in it is giving way. Only one Anti-Slavery ser¬ 
mon, so far as I can hear, was preached in Boston on Fast 
Day, and that was by the Rev. Mr. Haskell of Washington. 
D.C. The occasion has usual ly been taken for anli-slavefy 
purposes ; the change of tone gives rise to the suspicion 
that Mr. Parker may be right when he says that the revival 
“ will make church-members, but will not oppose the rnm 
trade, nor the trade in coolies, nor the trade in African or 
American slaves.” Indeed, it appears that the Rev. Seth 
Bliss and his brethren of the Tract Society, who are try¬ 
ing, by devices that would disgrace a Tombs lawyer, to 
find some plausible excuses for disobeying the orders of 
their superiors in relation to the publication of tracts on 
the subject of slavery, are taking the opportunity to make 
new converts to their disorganizing doctrines. Within a 
few days letters from Hunker politicians and clergymen 
have been paraded in oar newspapers for the purpose of 
manufacturing public sentiment in favour of the dishonest 
course which the Publishing Committee of the Society has 
pursued, in preparation for the new struggle which they 
foresee will take place. Mr. Choate and Mr. Wintbrop 
both in form the Rev. Mr. Bliss that they think he has 
made out a very strong case in his letters on the subject. 
Choate tells him that “ of those considerations of fitness, 
nationality, honesty and honour, on which the Society have 
acted,” he does not see how “ any lover of the Union, or any 
administrator of trust funds, in the existing state of feel¬ 
ing, can make complaint.” Wintbrop says it has been 
his “ long-cherished opinion that Anti-Slavery essays do 
not rightfully enter into the province of the Society, 
and that they would be fatal at once to its unity 
and usefulness.” The future action of the Societty on 
this question will be a good test of the value of the recent 
religious awakening in instilling into the people right 
ideas, not of Christian duty merely, bat of common hon¬ 
esty and integrity. There is not a bank, factory or rail¬ 
road in New England that would tolerate in its directors 
such a disregard of instructions, and such sophistical and 
dishonest excuses therefor, as have been shown in this 
case by tbe managing men of the Tract Society. — Corr .|

RESULTS OE EMANCIPATION. 


The Congregational Journal, of Concord, N. H., contains 
the following letter from Rev. W. Nichols, dated Lima, 
Alton Co., Ohio: 

“ I have had the pleasure of seeing, of late, what I take 
the liberty to call a ‘ South-side view of Slavery.’ A lit¬ 
tle more than twenty years ago I had tbe privilege of 
advocating emancipation with many slaveholders. Tbe 
past season I have seen the most interesting results of 
emancipation. I sat to converse with an intelligent 
coloured man of a large family, and his early history, 
mode of emancipation, soon awakened in me the deepest 
interest. With sparkling eyes and grateful heart he told, 
like scores of others, of falling into the hands of one whr 
said, kindly, ‘I will not sell you.’ ‘O.he was a kind master. 

‘ He kept his promise.’ No tale of romance can be half 
so exciting as tbe history of these sous aud daughters of 
Ham, now living on their own farms, surrounded with 
plenty, who have either purchased themselves and fami¬ 
lies or who have been set free as an act of kindness by 
their masters. 

“ Amidst all that is wrong and oppressive, the benevo¬ 
lence that is constantly restoring to liberty many of this 
oppressed class of people, is truly gratifying, and to 
some it is regarded as the dawn of a day of peace in 
gard to this great strife. One said he knew of ten 
twelve hundred slaves emancipated in Kentucky within 
two years. I often inquired if there were any that suf¬ 
fered want among some hundreds of families of coloured 
people, and I was answered ‘ no,’ every time. Some are 
very prosperous. One had been free five years. He had 
laid by $600 when his master Bet him free, with bis 
family. He purchased eight acres in Mercer County- 
rented near it au improved farm. He now owns 2(

“ It is thrilling to any benevolent mind to hear them 
speak of the master that would not sell his slaves, and 
who would give or sell them their freedom. I preached 
to a large congregation of them ; almost all very black. 
Though they, by appointment, lifted another collection, 
still 'they contributed as much as most white congrega¬ 
tions to the American Bible Society. They have some 
preachers of respectable education, aud a large portion 
attend the means of grace.” 


THE TURKISH MISSIONS. 


To the Editor of the Northern ( Belfast ) Whig. 

Dear Sir : I perceive that this evening there is to be a 
meeting, in the Victoria Hall, of the Turkish Mission Aid 
Society. Owing to age and infirmity,I have been obliged 
to abstain from all puolic meetings held at night, and, 
therefore, beg that you will afford space in your columns 
for the following observations regarding the Turkish 
Mission Aid Society: It appears that the American 
Church has, for thirty years, carried on a mission in Tur¬ 
key, under the auspices of “ The American Board of Com¬ 
missioners for Foreign Missions.” Now, I oonfess, I look 
with great suspicion on any movement of a Board who 
refused a large sum from the Anti-Slavery Society in the 
United States, with the stipulation that Bibles were to be 
given to the slaves, nearly four millions of whom are kept 
iu heathenism at home. It is a high crime to give a copy 
of the Word of God to any of the down-trodden. 

Shame on such Christians I who boast of tbeir religious 
revivals, tbeir missions to the heatheD, the Bibles they 
send to the farthest part of the habitable globe, and yet 
hold as “ chattels personal ” four millions of their coloured 
brethren for whom the Saviour died. A double portion 
of blame rests oa tbeir clergy in the Southern States, who 
pervert tbe Word of God, seeking an excuse for a system 
of iniquity so contrary to the letter and the spirit of the 
Gospel of Him who came to undo the heavy burden, and 
let the oppressed go free, and whose blessed name they 
presume to bear. 

In tbe year 1855, Mr. Cutbbert Young was in England, 
advocating tbe mission in question, but some touching 
questions were put to this geullemau, and the answers he 
gave did not tend to increase bis collection.

It is not material which way the particular question 
just now before the country may be decided, as far as 
the illustration of the method of the Government is 
cerned. It will be a noble occasion of triumph, to be 
to have extorted from Congress by a vote or two a 
permission to a Territory to reject a Constitution which 
is notoriously abhorrent to four-fifths of its population 
A horde of banditti invade a peaceful Territory aDd, at 
Jbe poiDt of the bowie-knife and tbe mouth of the revolver, 
procure an instrument by which unprecedented villanies 
organized, to be written down by a Convention named 
by themselves, which is afterwards confirmed by them¬ 
selves, taking violent possession of the polls and by terror 
keeping the rightful voters away from them, and the

By 
force or fraud, by bribery or by bullying, by threats of I 
dissolving the Union or suggestions of favourable Tariffs, 
the compact handful of slaveholders have always had 
their own way with us and ours. The battery, which 
always played upon onr rights and' interests with deadly 
effect, is now unmasked and there is scarcely a lie vouch¬ 
safed to make us believe that it does not exist, or that it is 
something else. The barrier erected seventy years since to 
stay the encroachments of Slavery on the domain of Free¬ 
dom having been vilely thrown away, it-was essential 
that it should maintain its advantage at once by taking 
possession of its new heritage. It made haste to do so, 
aDd the Government of tbe United States, in the discharge 
of the only function it has never failed to perform, hurried 
to its help with Governors and Secretaries and Colonels 
and Dragoons. And now that the work on the spot 
completed, though at the cost of the Democracy of I 
almost^ every functionary employed to forward it, the 
whole influence of the Administration has been concen¬ 
trated on the effort to make Congress the instrument for 
denying the right of self-government to the neonle. The

jon Thursday, the 15th) on some domestic errand. Mr. 
Tyng spent the forenoon in his study, and abont 2 o’clock, 
having finished writing his sermon, he went oat to tbe 
barn where his men were at work threshing. He wore his 
dressing-gown, intending only to be gone a few minutes, 
and not thinking it worth while to change. He had pur¬ 
chased, a few days before, three or four males, which were 
young and comparatively untrained, and which, as he 
told an acquaintance of mine, he meant to have broken to 
harness by gentleness and without the usual beatings and 
other cruelties which are often resorted to. These mules 
•Were at work in the threshing machine. Going np to one 
of them, in pursuance of his plan, putting his hand gently 
on his neck, the animal suddenly threw up his head and 
brought the sleeve of Mr. Tyng’s gown in contact with the 
machinery. In an instant his arm was drawn in, and, 
before it could be extricated, was horribly mangled. It 
is sappesed that if amputation bad been resorted to im¬ 
mediately, the patient’s life might have been saved, bnt 
(his measure was delayed till it was too late. By the time 
the surgeons, who were at last sent for from the city, 
arrived, mortification had set in and the patient was 
greatly prostrated. They immediately amputated the 
arm, taking it off at the shoulder joint; and for awhile 
strong hopes were entertained that this would be followed 
by the desired effect. But these hopes proved fallacious; 
the patient expired yesterday, between 1 and 2 o’clock.

We published a note, a few days since, from Mr. Secre¬ 
tary Cass to Senator Wilson, denying a passport to a 
coloured man in Boston, on the ground that “ a passport, 
being a certificate -of citizenship, has never, since' the 
foundation of the Government, been granted to persons 
of colour.” If we had been guilty, for nearly three- 
quarters of a century, of each a piece of national mean¬ 
ness, it is well to have the fact so broadly and clearly 
stated ; and if, as happens to be tbe troth, the statement 
is one with but Bmall foundation, it has the merit of 
being boli and unequivocal. We may wonder at the 
ignorance of a Secretary of State who could make an 
assertion so easily disproved; but still we should be 
thankful that he has made it so unhesitatingly. Boldness 
and decision of character are excellent qualities—good, 
of course, in a good man who nses them to a good pur¬ 
pose ; hardly less good in a bad man, who thns gives his 
opponent the advantage of an issue face to face.

at Worcester, Mass., adopted a report and resolutions 
in advance of its former action, though not as thorough 
as might be wished. In the report the Conference said 
“ The past year has been characterized by new anc 
startling developments respecting the existence of slavery 
I in onr Church and our connectiou as a Church with its 
existence there. We had been led to believe, by the 
repeated declarations of those whose position afforded 
opportunity for an acquaintance with the facts of which 
they spoke, that slavery existed in our Chnrch only to a 
limited extent, and that in such a form as deprived it of 
almost everything objectionable in its character. But 
the facts brought to light in a book entitled ‘ Pictures of 
Slavery,’ by a minister of our Church (Rev. J. D. Long) 

I of unimpeached character and of eminent Christian virtue,J 
I show us that slavery exists in onr Eastern border Confer- 
I ences to an alarming extent, and that it does not differ ini 
liis character, in our Church, from its known character] 
I out of it, and that the ministry, both local and travelling, 
are not so free from connection with it as we believe oujJ 
discipline and the cause of righteousness require.” 

The resolutions declare that “ the time has fully come 
I when the General Conference, in the exercise of its con-1 
stitutional powers, should ‘*so change the chapter 
slavery as to make slaveholding a disqualification fori 
I membership in onr Church.” 

At an anti-Blavery meeting, held daring the session of I 
the Conference, the Rev. J. D. Long delivered an address, 

I of which a correspondent of The Liberator thus writes : 

“ He spoke of the fact that slavery existed in Maryland, 
his native State, in all its deformity, both in and out of 
I tbe Church, characterizing it as - the devil’s masterpiece,’ 
the greatest of wickedness ; and yet in its presence the 
clergy of all denominations were dumb, and the gospel 
was not preached in that State by any denomination, from 
tbe UniversaliBts up to the Episcopal Methodists; and the 
clergy as well as the laity of the Cbarch hold slaves for the 
most mercenary purposes. These were painful facts, and 
it had been said that be ongbt not to express them—that 
the Garrisooians would make capital against the Church 
from his pictures. But he did not believe in the philosophy 
of concealment; he would bring evil to the light, that it 
might be rebuked and corrected ; and as for the Garriso- 
nians, he thought the best and surest way to silence them 
was to extirpate slavery from tbe Church. 

“ He was not a come-outer, but he was a drive-outer. He | 
meant to stay it* the Church, and drive all the slavehold¬ 
ers out. Speaking of attending a meeting in Philadelphia, 
where, unexpectedly to him, a pro-slavery Methodist 
divine of the Church South participated, he left the meet-1 
ing, as he was unwilling, by his presence, to recognise 
aim as a Christian minister (thus showing that he did 
‘ come out ’ oDce). He characterized the Churches of the 
M. E. Chnrch South as bogus Churches, and not Christian. 
(Query—why are not the Churches of the M. E. Church 
North, that admit slaveholders to their communion, also 
bogus Churches ? and why is not the whole M. E. Charch 
North, that by its discipline allows slaveholding among 
its preachers and members too, a bogus affair? What 
right has it to claim the Christian name ?) 

“ Mr. Long also spoke strongly of the fact that the 
North, by tbeir political union with the South, were really 
the slaveholding power, but failed to urge us to break 
this Union, and thus cease to be slaveholders.” 

The New York East Conference assembled in this city 
i the 14th inst. Bishop Baker presided. The Rev. Dr. 
Whedon, editor of the Methodist Quarterly Review, as chair¬ 
man of the Committee on Slavery, introduced the follow¬ 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved, That we affirm the language of our Chnrch 
1784, namely, that the practice of holding our fellow- 
creatures in slavery is contrary to the golden rule of God 
and the inalienable rights of mankind, as well as the prin¬ 
ciples of the American Revolution; and we therefore 
deem it our most bounden duty to take some effectual 
method to extirpate this abomination from among 

Resolved, That it is the duty of our Church as a- 

educate her membership to the high standard ot these her 
primitive doctrines, and to this end it is her duty to in- 
culcate them prudemly, but firmly, through her organs, 
bether press or pulpit. 

Resolved, That, while we oppose slavery as citizens, 
and give our sympathy to those who, in the State, are 
maintaining tbe cause of freedom against the Slave 
Power, we are especially the opponents of oppression as 
sin, and the supporters of emancipation as thereguj> e . 
tent of righteousness; and we would, therefore, remember 
-bat our auti-slaveryism should be deeply imbued with 
the spirit of the holy Gospel; that it should wisely con¬ 
sult the honouB and unity of our Church, in the full faith 
that the highest good will be obtained through the legiti¬ 
mate instrumentality of her established institutions. 
Resolved, That we offer onr unfeigned thanks to Al- 
ighty God, aDd tender onr cordial congratulations to 
the friends of humanity, for the rapid extension of the 
principles of justice and freedom during tbe past year, as 
well as for the cheering prospects of the extension of f ree 
institutions in our country ; aud we cherish the anticipa. 
tion that, with proper effort in maintaining and diffusing 
light and truth on the subject, all misunderstanding will 
disappear, and the Church will unite, as with the heart of j

like him that I have ever heard of in the Episcopal body 
and very few in any denomination.

The Independent, in a notice of the life and death of this 
beloved and devoted minister, pays a just tribute to his 
character: 

“ With a womanly gentleness of spirit, Mr. Tyng coi 
bined a high degree of firmness and conscientiousness __ 
the discharge of duty. Nothing could swerve him from 


the right; neither intimidation from enemies nor the 
remonstrance of friends, nor personal inconvenience and 
loss, could dissuade him from that which his 


dictated. In a city preeminent for its commercial 
subserviency to the Slave Power, and in a Chnrch which 
boasts its superiority to all extraneous agitations, he 
boldly proclaimed the wrongs of the oppressed and the 
guilt of the oppressor ; and when for this he was called 
upon by the vestry to vacate the pulpit, he fell back upon 
the Congregational principle of the majority ; aDd when, 
as in the case of John Pierpont and the distillers, it proved 
that the majority of pews was against him, while the 
majority of sonls was with him, leaving the pews behind, 
he went forth, with a band of tried and faithful souls, to 
preach the Gospel in ‘an unconsecrated hall,’ where 
‘ the common people heard him gladly.’ That exodus 
was a spectacle of high moral courage and of self-sacrifice 
for truth. The Church of the Epiphany, from which Mr. 
Tyng withdrew, was the home of his childhood, built np 
by his father’s prayers and labours; its communion 
braced maDy of tbe friends of his youth ; its position 
inviting and commanding; but he was willing to sacrifice 
every personal consideration for a point of principle and 
duty. The moral effect of this movement upon the 
lethargic formalism and conservatism of Philadelphia was 
weighty and startling. This will be even enhanced by

K1DNAPPERS FOILED. 


Easton, Washington Co., N. Y., April 19, ’58. 

I To the Editor of The Anti-Slavery Standard. 

The man-stealer has, for the first time, made an attempt 
at kidnapping in this place, in the immediate vicinity of 
the Friends’ meeting-house, in which our Anti-Slavery 
Convention was held In February last. The facts 
briefly as follows: 

A fugitive slave, fresh from the South, came to this | 
place some six months since, and has been employed by 
Mr. Charles Haviland as a labourer. At intervals during 
the past ten days, suspicions characters have been lurking 
abont the neighbourhood, changing (heir dress and whii 
fters cfecasionally, and representing themselves as “ Police¬ 
men in pursuit of forgers.” They were said to be tho¬ 
roughly eqnipped with all the appendages of “ Southern 
Chivalry.” One of them went to Mr. Haviland’s and said 
looking for a farm for his father,” and wonld 
oall again. On Saturday morning last, 
riages, containing eight men, drove into Mr. Haviland’ 
yard, saying “ they had come to buy the farm.” Mi 
Haviland replied, “ Very well, after breakfast Iwill show 
you the premises ” ; but before he had got through eating, 
one of the party came to the do6r, asking Mr. H. to come 
he wished to speak with him privately. He then 
asked Mr. H. if he had a coloured man there, upon which 
Mr. H. told him he “ did not know as it was any of his 
business whether he had or not,” and also that if they 
searched his premises, they wonld do it at their peril- 
After prying about the out-buildings a short time, the 
whole party beat a precipitate retreat, remarking that 
they would have him if he was this side of hell. Their 
property ” had taken to itself “ legs ” and walked off in 
ime to escape the grasp of the tyrant and “ bloodhound.” 
It is supposed, and is undoubtedly trne, that they are 
still on the alert at different points in this County. 

An Anti-Kidnapping meeting was called immediately, 
and responded to colily yesterday afternoon (Sanday). 
It was held at Easton Corners, in a building recently 
erected for a carriage manufactory, standing between two 
churches, which are about as anti-slavery as other Ameri- 
Churches. But few of the communicants at those 
altars were at the meeting. It was made up mainly of 
Quakers and out-siders and infidels —those that are not so 
overburthened with piety that they cannot remember the 
outcast on the Sabbath day. 

The meeting was opened by an earnest appeal from _ 
woman, Esther Wilbur, one of freedom’s noblest cham¬ 
pions. F. M. Toby was appointed Chairman and Lewis] 
Potter Secretary.

Pass¬ 
ports have never been granted to coloured persons by the 
Government! They have not been granted because such

been no change in consequence of the Dred Scott decision. 
Here are three distinct statements. Now, the truth hap¬ 
pens to be that passports have always, with a single excep¬ 
tion, been granted to coloured persons whenever asked 
for ; that coloured persons have in other ways also been 
recognised and acknowledged as citizens; and the policy 
now avowed by Mr. Cass is avowed, for the first time, as 
the uniform policy of the Government, and in conse¬ 
quence of the Dred Scott decision, for before that decision 
no such policy was considered as settled. Mr. Lewis Cass, 
we say it with all due deference, is not a man to originate 
so surprising a doctrine that many of the voters of the 
Northern States, who might, if the people choose, be 
j Governors, Members of Congress, or Senators, are not 
citizens. The venerable Secretary’s originality does not 
lie in ideas, and, however good hfs will might-be, 
doubt if he would ever have happened, unassisted, upon 
this great discovery. 

Let us give an instance or two of acknowledged citi¬ 
zenship, and of passports granted, not only in the cases 
of individuals, hat of families—the right handed down 
from sire to son. 

As early as 1804 one George de Grasse appeared .„ 
open Court in this city, and there took the oath prescribed 
by law to snfiport the Constitution of the United States, 
and abjnred allegiance and fidelity to George IV., of 
whom he was then a subject. And a certificate of natu¬ 
ralization in due form was granted, in which he 
mitted “ by the said Court to be a citizen of the United 
States.” 

In 1849 John V. de Grasse, a son of the above-named 
George, was in England, when, desiring to go upon the 
continent, he called upon the legation of the United 
States in London, and received from Mr. John C. B. Davis 
Secretary of Legation under Mr. Abbot Lawrence, a pass- 
port, with which he travelled through France, Switzer¬ 
land and Italy. And that passport received the regular 
visi in Paris from Mr. Sand ford, the Secretary of Lega¬ 
tion under Mr. Mason, of Virginia, that extraordinary 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the Court of France; and 
also from Mr. Niles, the United States Consul at Turin. 

In 1811 John Remand, late of the Island of Curaeoa, 
appeared before the Supreme Court of Massachusetts, in 
session at Ipswich, and there subscribed the oath and de¬ 
claration according to law, and thereupon « was admitted 
‘i become a citizen of the United States.” 

In 1854 a passport was granted in due form and order 
to Mr. John Remond, of Salem, Mass., a son of the above- 
mentioned John, duly signed and sealed by William L 
Marct, Secretary of State under President Pierce, and 
the immediate predecessor of the present astute incum- 
bent of that office, Mr. Lewis Cass. 

In 1849, at the same time with Mr. de Grasse, of Bos- 
close oar-1 ton, Mr. Joseph H. Turpin, a very unmistakably coloured 
person, and a very respectable citizen of this city re¬ 
ceived from the Hon. Abbott Lawrence, Minister at’ the 
Court of St. James, by the hand of his Secretary, Mr. John 
C. B. Davis, a passport certifying him to be a citizen of 
the United States, aud, under the protection of this docu¬ 
ment, visied at Paris by Mr. Mason’s Secretary and at 
Turin by Mr. Niles, Mr. Turpin, in company with his 
friend Mr. de Grasse, made the tour of France, Switzer¬ 
land and Italy. 

The same year Mr. Wm. W. Brown, of Boston, received 
a similar passport at the legation in London, and tra¬ 
velled with it upon the continent. 

To go a little farther back, in 1834 Mr. Robert Purvis 
of Philadelphia, asked for and received a passport fo/ 
himself and Mrs. Purvis, wherein, under the broad seal of 
the United States and the countersign of John Forsyth 
Secretary of State, these coloured persons were acknow¬ 
ledged as citizens of the United States, and their safety 
provided for accordingly. The application for this docu¬ 
ment was made through Mr. Robert Vaux, a well-known 
citizen of Philadelphia, and we have never heard that 
there was any difficulty in procuring it. 

At any rate, two years later, in 1836, our Southern fel¬ 
low-citizen, the same Hon. John Forsyth, Secretary of 
State, granted another passport to another colonred per- 
son—a man who, if we are not much mistaken, had not a 
drop of white blood—if blood is ever of that colour—in

The word “ citizen ” was a pet with him, and he always 
applied it to himself without question of his legal right 
to it. 

If remonstrated with upon the habit of walking in the 
middle of the street, and warned of the danger, he always 
replied— 

“ The Lord can take kere of me in the street spite o’ 
them horses and drays.” 

So he had bis owu way, and never, I believe, met with 
in accident. In sunny or rainy, warm or cold weather, 
he carried his umbrella .and cane, which seemed parts of 
himself; and when he died, they were placed in the coffin 
beside him. He suffered much from attacks of bilious 
fever, of which dreadful disease he finally died. Having
